lasting  peace.” 

“If  this  is  so,  and  I  believe  it 
is,  no  one  deserves  more  credit 
than  our  veterans,”  Ford  said. 

As  Ford  spoke  at  the 
cemetery,  38  protesters 
gathered  at  the  local  Veterans 
Administration  building  in 
downtown  Washington  and 
burned  what  they  said  were 
their  discharge  papers  to 
protest  military  discharge 
procedures  and  aid  to  South 
Vietnam.  Some  were  members 
of  the  Vietnam  Veterans 
Against  the  War.

The  addition  will  consist  of 
six  floors-four  above  ground 
level  and  two  floors  below. 
The  two  buildings  will  have  a 
“core”  area  between  them 
which  connects  five  floors  and 
will  house  reference  and 
information  centers. 

Running  south  of  the 
present  library,  the  new 
addition  will  be  roughly  135 
by  245  feet,  with  the  longest 
dimension  running  east  and 
west.

Political  Action  Committee 
gave  $78,500  to  the  re-election 
campaigns  of  43  Senators  and 
House  members  supporting  the 
AMA’s  “Medicredit”  plan. 

But  it  sent  only  $42,500  to 
the  campaigns  of  2  8 
nonsponsors,  according  to 
records  on  file  with  the  House 
and  Senate. 

The  contributions  were 
distributed  between  Sept.  9 
and  Oct.  14. 

The  latest  reports  reflect  a 
continuation  of  the  AMA’s 
pattern  of  heavy  political 
spending,  tilted  in  favor  of 
those  who  have  backed  the 
AMA  version  of  national 
health  insurance. 

According  to  a  tabulation  by 
The  Washington  Post,  the 
AMA’s  national  arm  and  its  38 
state  and  local  committees 
have  donated  $1.5  milliori  to 
more  than  300  Congressional 
candidates  in  the  nearly  two 
years  since  the  1972  elections. 

The  Post  calculated  that  223 
members  of  the  House  have

There  is  clear  evidence  that 
there  has  been  a  violation  of 
the  Media  Limitations  Act  by 
the  Jake  Garn  campaign, 
according  to  Peter  Billings, 
campaign  manager  for  Wayne 
Owens. 

Billings  was  referring  to  the 
ad  placed  by  Hardy  Roberts  of 
Orem.  It  was  in  the  form  of  a 


letter  to  Roberts’  two 
daughters  in  which  he  critizes 
the  Owens’  campaign. 


headquarters  and  had  said  he 
wanted  to  run  the  ad.  Hurst 
maintained,  however,  that  the 
Garn  people  had  nothing  to  do 
with  the  content  or  payment 
of  the  ad. 

Referring  to  the  content  of 
the  ad,  Billings  said  the  text 
was  full  of  distortions  and 
innuendos:  Roberts  said  that 
he  believed  the  information 
was  true.  He  added  that  he 
collected  the  information  from 
Owens  literature,  as  well  as 
other  printed  media. 

Wayne  Owens  held  a  press 
conference  in  Salt  Lake  City 
Monday  morning  in  which  he 
talked  about  Roberts’  ad. 
Roberts  attended  the  press 
conference  and  discussed  the 
ad  with  Owens. 

“I  didn’t  back  down  from 
anything,”  said  Roberts. 

The  main  issue  is  whether  or 
not  a  violation  has  been 
committed,  said  Billings.  He 
explained  that  a  valid  violation 
would  be  turned  over  the 
Justice  Department.

However,  according  to  Garn 
campaign  workers,  they  had 
no  knowledge  of  the  contents 
of  the  ad  and  therefore  are  not 
in  violation  of  campaign  laws. 

“I  wrote  every  word  of  it 
and  I  paid  for  it  out  of  my 
own  pocket,”  said  Roberts.  “I 
am  just  an  independent  citizen 
concerned  with  the  issues,  and 
the  Garn  people  had  nothing 
to  do  with  it.” 

“Garn  had  nothing  to  do 
with  it,”  said  Mark  Hurst,  Jake 
Garn  press  secretary.  “He  was 
just  as  surprised  as  everyone

In  August,  a  Western 
Athletic  Conference  football 
coach  ventured  that  one  player 
had  the  capacity  of  deciding 
the  conference  championship 
“if  he  gets  a  hot  hand.” 

The  coach  was  referring  to 
Brigham  Young  quarterback 
Gary  Sheide,  who  had  nothing 
if  not  a  hot  hand  at  the 
present  time.  Sheide  has 
thrown  for  five  touchdowns  in 
each  of  his  last  two  games,  and 
has  15  TD  tosses  in  his  last 
four  outings,  all  WAC  affairs. 

The  Cougars  have  logged  a 
3-0-1  record  during  that 
stretch  and  have  established 
themselves  as  serious  title 
contenders.  Powerful  Arizona, 
meanwhile,  was  the  most 
recent  victim  of  Sheide’s  aerial 
antics.  The  16th-ranked 
Wildcats  bowed  to  BYU  37-13 
Saturday  and  toppled  out  of 
first  place. 

Betham  and  Blanc  score 

BYU  flanker  John  Betham 
and  tailback  Jeff  Blanc  each 
caught  two  of  the  scoring 
tosses  from  Sheide  as  the 
Cougars  moved  virtually  at 
will,  building  a  28-7  halftime 
lead.  Two  of  the  scores 
followed  interceptions,  and 


the  Cougars  defense  wound  up 
with  five  thefts  in  all. 

“Arizona’s  speed  had  us 
scared,  and  we  were  surprised 
to  get  five  interceptions,” 
Cougar  Coach  LaVell  Edwards 
said.  “1  think  this  is  the  best 
defense  we’ve  ever  had  at 
BYU.” 

Arizona,  which  dropped  to 
3-1  in  the  WAC  and  5-2 
overall,  took  the  opening 
kickoff  and  scored  in  five 
plays,  with  quarterback  Bruce 
Hill  hitting  split  end  Scott 
Piper  on  a  50-yard  pass  play 
for  the  touchdown. 

Not  concerned 

“I  wasn’t  really  concerned 
about  that  first  score,” 
Edwards  said.  “We  hadn’t  even 
had  the  ball  yet.” 

The  Wildcats  were  throttled 
the  rest  of  the  way  and  failed 
to  mount  a  sustained 
offensive.  Their  only  other  TD 
came  in  the  third  quarter  when 
Willie  Hamilton  took  a  screen 
pass  and  streaked  70  yards 
down  the  sideline.  That  cut 
the  cougar  lead  to  28-13,  but 
Sheide  hooked  up  with 
Betham  again  of  a  24-yarder  in 
the  final  quarter  to  end  the 
threat. 

“We  played  the  poorest 
game  since  I’ve  been  here,” 
Arizona  Coach  Jim  Young 


said.  “We  were  not  ready  to 
play,  and  that’s  a  coaching 
responsibility.” 


Sheide  hot  again 

Sheide  finished  the  day 
hitting  20  of  35  passes  for  267 
yards.  The  five  scoring  throws 
give  him  16  for  the  season. 

In  other  WAC  games 
Saturday,  Arizona  State 
boosted  its  record  to  3-0  and 
moved  into  first  place  with  a 
41-7  rout  of  New  Mexico. 
Wyoming  ended  a  three-game 
losing  streat  by  whipping 
winless  Utah  31-13.  In 
non-league  games,  Texas-El 
Paso  beat  Texas-Arlington 
28-14  and  Colorado  State  was 
drubbed  by  Arkansas  43-9. 


Fast  Freddie  Williams  ran 
for  119  yards  and  scored  once 
and  defensive  back  Mike 
Haynes  raced  60  yards  with  a 
punt  return  as  ASU  built  a 
27-0  halftime  lead  over  the 
Lobos,  who  were  playing 
without  injured  quarterback 
Steve  Myer  and  fullback  Toby 
Parrish.

control  of  their  destiny. 

The  Zaire  government  of 
Mobutu  Sese  Seko  is  staging 
the  meeting  between 
challenger  Muhammad  Ali  and 
champion  George  Foreman  to 
show  it  has  arrived  as  a 
full-fledged  nation  from  its 
civil  war-torn  days  when  it  was 
the  Belgian  Congo. 

The  fight  is  scheduled  at  4 
a.m.  local  time  Wednesday  to. 
allow  it  to  be  shown  on  closed 
circuit  television  at  10  p.m. 
F.ST  Tuesday  in  the  United 
States.

BYU  students  enjoyed  a 
presentation  of  classical  organ 
music  by  Don  A.  Vollstedt, 
from  the  University  of 
Colorado,  who  performed 
music  from  French  and 
barogue  composers  at  thy 
Madsen  Recital  Hall,  HFAC. 

Although  his  performance 
had  a  few  errors,  the  organist 
showed  versatility  in  organ 
playing  at  the  Thursday  night 
recital.  It  was  one  of  a  series 
presented  by  the  College  of 
Fine  Arts  and  Communica¬ 
tions. 

Vollstedt  opened  with 
“Fantasy  in  A  Major”  by  Cesar 
Franck.  His  performance  of 
Franck  and  other  French 
music  was  hampered  by  BYU’s 
Walker  organ,  a  baroque 
instrument  which  lacks 
enclosed  pipes  that  can  be 
made  louder  or  softer  by 
adjusting  a  pedal  to  control 
volume. 

His  next  pieces,  “Three 
Chorale  Preludes”  and 
“Prelude  and  Fugue  in  D 
Major”  by  J.S.  Bach  were 
better  performed.  Vollstedt 
played  the  chorales  using  a 
solo  stop  in  the  pedal  or 
keyboards.  This  contrasted 
well. 

The  “Prelude  and  Fugue” 


was  played  at  a  lively  speed, 
and  the  difficult  pedal  work 
demonstrated  Vollstedt’s 
developed  pedal  technique. 

“Hommage  a  Frescobaldi” 
by  Jean  Langlais  was  a  modern 
piece  which  contrasted  solo 
flute  stops  against  the  celeste 
stops  of  the  organ.  Vollstedt’s 
registration  (selection  of  stops) 
was  well  chosen  for  this  light 
piece. 

His  concluding  number, 
“Fantasy  in  F  Minor”  by  W.A. 
Mozart  was  well  performed, 
and  likewise  well  received  by 
the  audience.  The  difficult 
piece  was  written  by  Mozart  at 
the  time  he  was  poverty 
stricken  and  having  trouble 
selling  his  compositions.  It  was 
originally  composed  for  a 
music  box  which  Mozart  sold 
to  a  wealthy  man. 

In  this  performance,  ’ 
Vollstedt  used  the  full 
resources  of  the  organ. 

At  the  reception  after  the 
performance,  Vollstedt  said 
that  his  performance  should 
have  been  better.  However,  the 
many  complimentary  remarks 
he  received  from  the  audience 
indicated  the  recital  was 
enjoyed. 

Vollstedt  is  an  associate 
professor  in  the  division  of 
organ  and  church  music  of  the 
University  of  Colorado  College 
of  Music.
